2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance; Prior art fails 
to show an urging member held by the opposite side bearing holding portion for urging 
the opposite side bearing toward the output side so that the rotor and the rotary shaft 
are urged toward the output sides and a resin washer fitted on a narrow portion of a

rotary shaft and pushed by the urging member via the narrow portion of a rotary shaft to 
be brought into contact with the output side baring to be positioned in the axial direction 
of the rotary shaft, in combination with the stator integrally formed with the coil bobbin 
by insert molding , and an out put side bearing the coil bobbin and the opposite side 
bearing holding portion are made of the same resin and integrally formed with each 
other, in which the output side bearing and the opposite side bearing holding portion are 
integrated through the coil bobbin with the same resin, with a lead screw formed at the 
output portion protruded from the output side bearing and a rotation of a lead screw 
directly moves an operated member. Prior art also fails to show a lead screw formed on 
a rotary shaft form an output portion of a rotary shaft to a portion which is formed to an 
inner surface of an output side bearing and a lubricant is filled in a gap that forms 
between the lead screw and an output side bearing.
